The countdown started today for 
the launch of Apollo 15 on a 
mission expected to far surpass 
the scientific yield produced by 
Apollo 
I P s 
lunar 
landing 
pioneers two years ago. 


The long series of final flight 
preparations began at 6:30 a.m. 
EDT and will lead to the launch 
of David R. Scott, Alfred M. 
Worden and Ja m es B. Irwin at 
9:34 a.m. Monday. 


Scott and Irwin are scheduled 
to land July 30 in a moon basin 
surrounded by towering moun­ 
tains and a deep canyon and stay 
there a record 67 hours. Worden 
will set a lunar orbit endurance 
record of six days. 


The two 
surface explorers 
devoted 
much 
of 
today’s 
training 
schedule 
t o , final 
rehearsals of their moon landing 
and takeoff operations in a lunar 
module trainer simulating as 
c lo se ly 
a s 
p o ssib le 
the 
operations of the lander Falcon. 


The space agency reported 
that a check of a recording 
instrument today showed that 
the 
445-foot 
umbilical 
tower 
next to the Apollo 15 rocket was 
struck by a very weak bolt of 
lightning during a thunderstorm 
Monday night. The strike was 
not observed and a spokesman 
said 
it 
caused 
"no 
dam age 
whatsoever." 


The tower was hit five times 
by lightning last month and 
several 
pieces 
of 
ground 
equipment were knocked out, 
but the rocket and spacecraft 
escaped 
damage. 
The 
most 
powerful of last month’s strikes 
registered 98,000 am peres. Mon­ 
day’s strike produced only 6,500 
amperes. 


The 
launch 
team 
received 
final clearance to begin the 104- 
hour, 30-minute countdown late 
Monday even though a long test 
failed to pinpoint the cause of an 
a n n o y in g 
f l u c t u a t io n 
in 
electrical power in the com ­ 
mand ship Endeavour last week. 


Spacecraft 
specialists 
were 
reviewing the test data today, 
but a Space Agency spokesman 
said 
the 
problem 
was 
not 
considered serious enough to 
interfere with the launch. 


Before 
starting 
the 
count­ 
down, 
the 
Sp ace 
Agency 
announced that the Apollo 15 
astronauts have been directed to 
wear their spacesuits when they 
jettison the lunar module in 
moon orbit. This decision was 
the 
result 
of 
a 
review 
of 
moonflight operations after the 
recent deaths of the three Soyuz 
11 cosmonauts. 


The lunar module jettisoning 
is the only Apollo operation 
comparable to the maneuver 
which led to the deaths of the 
Soviet spacemen. They were 
killed by a rapid cabin pressure 
loss through a hatch seal after 
separation 
of 
their 
re-entry 
module from an orbital module.

Postal, telephone agreements 


WASHINGTON (U P I ) -T en tativ e 
contract settlements adding up to $5 
billion in additional wages and other 
benefits have been reached to cover 
1.25 million telephone and postal 
workers. 


The agreement in the strike of 
500,000 
Bell 
Telephone 
System 
telephone workers, now a week long, 
calls for a $4 billion package over 
three years, union officials said 
Monday. 


Informed sources close to the 
postal talks said today th postal 
agreement, for 750,000 mailmen, is a 
two-year $1 billion package. 


The breaks in the telephone strike 
and the postal negotiations, in which 
there was a fear of some wildcat 
walkouts even though U.S. Postal 
Service employes are forbidden to 
strike, brightened what had been a 
bleak picture of labor troubles in the 
nation. 
But there was no evidence today 
of 
any 
break 
in 
a 
United 
Transportation strike against the 
Southern Railway and Union Pacific 
railroad. The UTU threatened to 
strike eight more railroads in the 
next two weeks including some big 
city terminal switching lines that 
supply raw m aterials to steel mills 


and other heavy industries. 
The terminal roads would be shut 
down July 30. That is one day before 
expiration of the contract between 
the steel companies and the United 
Steel 
Workers 
union. 
The 
steel 
negotiations 
were 
continuing 
in 
Washington under a news blackout. 
Details ot the postal settlement, 
which still must be ratified bv the 
membership, 
were not 
disclosed 
officially. 
However, sources close to the 
talks said the proposed pact, besides 
pay increases and other benefits, 
calls for job security, one of the 
main goals of the postal unions. 


The tentative agreem ent worked 
out 
by

n ego tiatin g 
subcommittee appeared to have a 
good chance for approval by the full 
union committee. 
The postal agreement would be 
the first labor contract for postal 
workers, who until July 1 were 
considered government workers. 
The president of the Commu­ 
nications

Joseph A. Beirne, ordered his union 
m em bers 
to 
return 
to work at 
midnight tonight after a week-long 
strike. Beirne said the agreement 
calls for a 33.5 per cent increase in 
wages and benefits over three years.

Military sources said the South 
Vietnamese general staff sees the

attacks

opening of a new phase of the 
Communist offensive 
But other military authorities said 
the wave of shellings and clashes 
merely coincided with a dark phase 
of the moon as well as w ith some of 
the worst July weather in 20 years 
They pointed out that Communist 
attacks always increase during the 
dark of the moon. 
American and South Vietnamese 
troops reported killing 102 Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese in fighting 
Monday. Most of the lighting was in 
South 
Vietnam's 
five 
northern 
provinces. 


For the Americans it was the 
heaviest 
casualties 
against 
the 
North Vietnamese and Viet Cong in 
nearly stx weeks, military sources 
said. 


The heaviest fighting for both 
American and South Vietnamese 
troops was centered in northwestern 
Quang Tri Province just below the 
DMZ and around the abandoned Khe 
Sanh Combat Base and on the slopes 
of Dong Ha Mountain surmounted by 
the

rebuilt 
Fire 
Base 
Fuller. 


Communist forces hit Fuller w ith 
11 rounds of 122mm rockets and 
attacked an infantry position on the 
slopes of the mountain below w ith 30 
rounds of 60mm mortar. Neither 
attack caused casualties.

The disease, carried by 
mosquitoes and biting flies, 
has killed at least 800 horses 
in Texas and has infected at

Cases have been reported 
in Oklahoma, Louisiana and 
the Texas Panhandle —1,000

One man behind the scissors

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
A glass door slides open to 
reveal a small anteroom, a 
receptionist sitting behind a 
desk who looks like Theda 
B ara—her lips are crimson, 
her eyes smokylidded and 
her dress slinky black. Open­ 
ing off the anteroom is a 
w a i t i n g 
room, 
sparsely 
furnished 
with 
a n t i q u e 
m irrors on the wall, a couch 
set in a corner and a winding 
staircase leading to the floor 
above. Visitors are offered 
wine — red or white—while 
they wait Rock music blares 
stereophonically. 


It is DeCooney, Ltd. And 
what people are waiting for 
is a haircut.

“ I don’t do hairstyles. I do 
. engineering. It’s all based on 
the shape of the skull. It has 
nothing to do with the shape 
of the face, which sometimes 
surprises people,” he said. 


“ I create volume for a guy 
with short hair. I condense 
the weight of the hair by 
layering it. My instincts are 
towards fluidity — and the 
men are learning to like it.” 
he explained. 


DeCooney doesn’t adver­ 
tise 
at all, 
depending on 
custom ers’ 
and 
f r i e n d s ’ 
recommendations 
for 
h i s 
trade. 


He 
emphasizes 
b e i n g 
“ straight” with people and 


giving them good service. 
Appointments for cuts can be 
made the sam e day, the cut­ 
ting and styling takes only 
25 minutes, and tipping is 
optional. ‘‘We only want peo­ 
ple to give tips when they 
want to — and b e c a u s e 
they’re happy to do it,” said 
John. ‘‘They’re not obligated 
to tip here.” 
If John does the cutting, 
the cost is $17. If one of his 
cutters does it, the cost is 
$13. 
“ I hold classes for my cut­ 
ters five nights a week,” 
John explained. ‘‘Each one 
serves an apprenticeship of 
six months to a year until he 
learns the technique. 


“ We have four cutters on 
the floor and one studio man 
who does the hair for model 
agencies.”

Are you still wondering 
when you’ll have time to 
make that patchwork skirt 
you’ve been dream ing about? 
The answer is now—here’s a 
patio-perfect, very contem- 
p o r a r y, superstreamlined 
approach 
to 
old-fashioned 
patchwork that will take you 
about half the time of a con­ 
ventional patchwork skirt. 
This version is m ade m ost­ 
ly of horizontal 
strips 
of 
black and white fabrics in 
solids and polka dots, alter­ 
nated with pieced squares of 
black and white stripes cut 
on the bias. There are only 
three strips to piece and 
they 
don’t 
h a v e 
to 
be 
m a t c h e d , since each is 
stitched to a solid section. 
Make the skirt as wide as 
you like, as short or long as 
you wish. Just gather the 
solid-color top section to a 
waistband, add a zipper and 
you’ll have a skirt to w ear 
winter and summer. 


The Singer Company points 
out that all the work on this 


skirt is done on the sewing 
machine, and they suggest 
pin-basting the sections to­ 
gether 
so 
you 
can 
stitch 
right over the pins with your 
hinged presser foot. To keep 


work flat and avoid pucker­ 
ing, press seam s open before 
crossing them with another 
seam. If fabric t e n d s to 
ravel, finish raw edges as 
you go. And work carefully— 
even in stream lined patch­ 
work.

1 replaced my Venetian 
blind with draw curtains 
made from a striped sheet 
so laundering is easy. If 
the shower water hits the

and a windowless bathroom would certainly be dark and 
gloomy.“ MRS L E. K.

Dear Dr. Lamb—You had 
in your column that too much 
refined food without cellulose 
or roughage m ay be associ­ 
ated with constipation and an 
increased am ount of cancer 
of the colon and rectum . You 
said nutrients are often ex­ 
tracted from 
natural food 
sources and sugar is a clas­ 
sic example. What foods con­ 
tain cellulose and what low 
residue 
foods 
should 
we 
avoid? 


Dear Reader—Sugar is an 
exam ple of a refined (low 
residue) food which contains 
no w ater and is all calories. 
It also contains no vitamins 
or m inerals of consequence. 
In the process of extracting 
sugar from cane or beets only 
the calories are extracted for 
food, leaving behind the fi­ 
brous cellulose and m iner­ 
als. The sam e is true of white 
flour but m any of the essen­ 
tial nutrients like the vitamin 
B group are added to the 
flour to m ake it “ enriched.” 
Cake flour, by the way, is not 
rich in vitamins. 
Certain fats like pure lard 
have no m easurable minerals 
or 
vitamins. 
Thus 
foods 
m ade from these products, 
such as pies, cakes, cookies, 
desserts and candies, contain 
a lot of calories for a small 
amount of food, or are low 
residue foods. 


Vegetables contain a lot of 
fiber or cellulose and a lot of 
water, thus they contain few 
calories for their volume and 
have a large residue—which 
contributes to better bowel 
function (unless you have a 
digestive disorder that pre­ 


vents you from eating them). 
Many lean m eats also fall in 
this category. 
Lean 
round 
steak with all the visible fat 
removed contains a lot of 
w ater which helps digestive 
function and provides bulk.

Mind that 
fly," said Ali. his conversa­ 
tional tone interrupted by 
his whisper. His large left 
hand began to creep out. His 
eyes were fixed on the fly. 
“ You gotta know how to do 
it," he said, barely moving 
his lips. “ The fly is facing 
me and he can only fly for­ 
ward. Now, I come forward 
and turn my hand back- 
handed. It’s like a left jab." 
Ali struck. Then he 
brought his fist in front of 
the man seated next to him. 
“ Watch this,” said Ali. He 
slowly opened his hand. Ali 
looked 
up 
wide-eyed. 
“ Thought I had him,” he 
said. “ My timing’s off.” 
Ali was in Chicago train­ 
ing for his July 25 fight with 
Jimmy 
Ellis 
in 
Houston. 


T ' m s was shortly after the 
n nouncement that the Su­ 
preme Court had overturned 
his conviction for refusing 
the draft. 
“ It’s hard to train now,” 


he said. “ I got bigger things 
on my mind, bigger things 
than just beatin’ up some­ 
body. F i g h t i n g ’s not the 
thing any more for me. I see 
myself fighting for another 
year, at most. I ’ll have one 
more fight with Joe Frazier. 


“ Then I got obligations to 
keep. I want to help clean 
up black people. I want to 
help respect black women. I 
want to help the wine-heads 
in the alleys. I want to help 
the little black kids in the 
ghettos. I want to help in 
narcotics programs. I want 
to serve the honorable E li­ 
jah Muhammad (the head of 
the Black Muslim religion, 
of which Ali is a minister, 
though t e m p o r a r i l y sus­ 
pended). 


“ F i g h t i n g is just two 
brutes beatin’ on each other, 
A man goes through certain 
stages in his life. Fightin’ 
was a joy to me at one time, 
now it’s work. I don’t even 
like for anybody to see me 
doing roadwork 
But I re­ 
member when I first turned 
pro in 1960, I was in Florida 
and I was going to write the 
name Floyd Patterson on 
my jacket. To trick the peo­ 
ple, to make them think 1 
was the champ when I was 
runnin’ alongside the high­ 
way. I wanted to show off.” 


Ali was suspended by Eli­ 
jah Muhammad because All 


continued as a fighter, a pro­ 
fession supposedly anathema 
to the religion. But Ali has 
been a boxer since he was a 
boy in Louisville. And he 
needs money to pay alimony 
to his first wife and also to 
pay the astronomical legal 
fees which have piled up in 
the last four years as he 
fought his draft case. 
Ali swiped at another fly. 
Missed. He tried again. 
Missed. And again. Same re­ 
sult. One more. Nothing. 
“ You’ve 
m issed fiv e 
times,” said the companion. 
Ali looked embarrassed. 
“ Five?” he repeated. 
“ These flies keep flying 
’round me,” he said. “ They 
must know I’m not all I used 
to be. They must see the 
little gray hairs that been 
growin’ in my head lately. 
“ If Ellis is as quick as 
these flies, I’m in trouble,” 
A man approached and 
asked for Ali’s autograph 
for two boys. “ Their mother 
has trouble making them 
clean their room,” the man 
said. 
Ali wrote: “ To Timmy and 
Rickie. 
From 
Muhammad 
Ali. Clean that room or I 
will seal your doom.” Ali 
smiled at his spontaneous 
doggerel, the man laughed, 
thanked him. 
The implied threat to the 
boys was in keeping with 


his easy wit, his b reezy 
charm, the bluster that too 
many people have taken too 
seriously over the years. His 
still-smooth face and. now. 
subdued yet animated ways 
seem to belie his vicious pro­ 
fession. And when he re­ 
fused to enter the draft, say­ 
ing. “ I ain’t got no quarrel 
with them Viet Cong,” many 
held that he was being hypo- 
c r i t i c a l . A fig h te r is a 
fighter, they held, whether in 
the ring or in the rice pad­ 
dies. 
A fly again landed on his 
knee, Ali suddenly grew 
still. He slowly reached out 
to snatch the fly Jabbed 
Had it! “ My timing’s back!” 
cried Ali. “ See, at least I’m 
not too old.” 
He dropped the fly to the 
carpet. The fly didn’t move. 
“ He’s staggered,” said Ali. 
proudly, bending down. 
“ That’s a science, y’know. 
To stagger the fly and not to 
kill him. You get him in 
your hand, but you don’t 
squeeze.”

Their common side 
effect in many people, how­ 
ever, is drowsiness. 
The Medical Letter, a not- 
for-profit newsletter on drugs 
and their effects, notes that 
these OTC sedatives may be 
helpful in some individuals. 
“On the other hand,” the 
publication continues, “the 
likelihood that they will be 
ineffective, the great vari­ 
ability of reaction of differ­ 
ent persons to the same anti­ 
histamine. and the frequency 
with which antihistamines

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Farm labor bill 


California Assembly Democrats have killed the Cory- 
Wood tarm labor bill for this session 
The\ did it under pressure of the AFL-CIOand its farm 
labor wing, the United Farm Workers Organizing 
Committee 
It was a sad da\ tor California farm ers and consumers 
because thi> means the secondary boycott can still be 
used against our Mate's farmers and the consumers can 
continue to live in confusion in lettuce purchases which 
is all union picked, either UFWOC or Teamsters, despite 
what any boycotters say. 
It also means that the larm laborer has been denied 
the secret ballot the bill would have provided. Although 
secondary boycotts were outlawed — as they are in 
every other major industry except agriculture — the bill 
would have allowed strikes at harvest time. 
Even as the bill was being killed in committee. Cesar 
Chavez appeared on the capital's steps with some 2.000 of 
his UFWOC supports 
He needlessly warned Democrats 
to impose discipline over matters vital to labor or face a 
defection at the ballot box next year 
Farm workers he was addressing had been asked not 
to report to work at Salinas Valley firms with UFWOC 
contracts, so the firms failed to keep up with vital 
harvesting 
For an organization trying to unionize 
agriculture, UFWOC failed to provide it contractual 
good faith in ignoring its workers obligation at harvest 
time 
It proved a gross disregard for its contracts. It 
proved 
itself 
an 
irresponsible 
party to its labor 
agreements 
What wouldn't it do at any other tune or in 
any other situation ’ This is not the image UFWOC has 
been trying so desperately to demonstrate throughout 
the nation. 
Ironically, workers should have stayed on their jobs, 
because even as Chavez spoke. Wavs and Means 
Committee Chairman Willie Brown Jr. was reading a 
letter from Assemblyman Kenneth Cory, D-Garden 
Grove,«co-author with Bob Wood. R-Greenfield >, that the 
committee kill the Cory-Wood bill 
‘That will be the 
order. 
Brown said 
“ the author will not move that bill 
this year. 
The inaction bv Assembly Democrats could well be a 


major disaster this year. But proponents of the bill must 
not give up 
Since Jan. 7. the Californian has urged state farm 
legislation 
(and 
national) 
to 
eliminate 
secondary 
agricultural boycotts and to protect both the workers' 
and employers’ rights in farm labor. 
The Cory-Wood bill would do this The workers would 
get the right to secret ballot and the growers and 
consumers would get protection against a strike-curbed 
supply of produce on the farm and in stores. 
The 
measure would give the grower the term s and conditions 
for hiring his work 
force throughout the year. 
Negotiating procedures also would be spelled out. 
As we said on March 18. it is obvious after last August- 
September s Salinas Valley produce strike, and the 
national 
contusion 
over the 
lettuce boycott, 
that 
agricultural labor legislation should have No. 1 priority 
in 1971. 
This still holds true today And what is the opposition? 
The United Farm Workers Organizing Committee and 
the AFL-CIO opposes farm labor legislation, period. 
They have so testified at the Labor Committee hearing. 
They have mounted tremendous pressure on Democratic 
assemblymen causing the present impasse. 
The average Californian must remain in a state of 
confusion over this. Why would workers oppose a secret 
ballot** They don t! The union doesn t want the secret 
ballot. 
Why would one branch of labor oppose a 
secondary boycott when secondary boycotts are not 
allowed in any other m ajor American industry? What is 
wrong with setting up an orderly procedure for collective 
bargaining in agriculture? 
It is obvious that UFWOC wants nothing to hamper 
or reasonably regulate — its power-hungry drive to 
organize farm workers 
But it is equally obvious to most Californians and the 
farmers, that the contusion can t go on. There must be 
enactment of farm labor legislation as quickly as 
possible 
Those who agree must pull together to 
overcome this impasse before we have another harvest 
strike, national boycott and consumer confusion that 
could make the recent one seem like a picnic.

Citizen planning groups as well as 
conservation - minded m embers of 
the County Planning Commission 
say they are glad to see that the U.S. 
Forest Service is following up on its 
campaign launched early this year 
in Santa Barbara and other counties 
to control the wildfire spread of 
private land development where it 
relates to national forest land. 
No one can help but be painfully 
aware of the disastrous land use 
practices in the brushy canyon and 
foothills areas — particulary in 
several Southern California counties 
which have bred holocausts and 
expenditures ol huge amounts of tax 
funds in their wake. 
County officials have expressed 
interest in the new watchdog policy 
ol the Forest Service and have 
promised cooperation within their 
limits. At the very least, they have 
been 
profoundly 
alerted 
to 
the 
dangers 
inherent 
in 
wholesale 
development of these steep, upper 
slope regions on the scenic ocean- 
tronting portion of the coastal range 
behind the South Coast. 
As warning of the prime danger of 
development leading not only to wild 
fires, but also to resulting floods, 
and spiraling tax costs to private 
road, 
sewer, 
water 
and 
other 
services, the Forest Service now s 
busily 
engaged 
publishing 
and 
distributing newsletters to public 
agencies and local forest - user 
groups keeping them informed on 
projects that have to do with the 
mounting problem. 
The Forest Service caution comes 
as developers and potential home- 
buvers eye the high mountain and 
scenic canyon areas as future prime 
living spots, despite the inherent 
dangers. Those who have lived in the 
hills and canyons for any length of 
time cannot bear to live elsewhere. 
Driven out by fire and flood, most of 
them return and build anew, despite 
soaring fire insurance and other 
handicaps put on them. 
In its latest bulletin, the Forest 
Service stresses that it is its policy 
in the California region now to 
withhold any special-use permit for 
services 
to

subdivision 
or 
similar development lying within or 
adjoining national forest land until 
the Forest Service has made an
